BONE WAS AFFECTED 


Physicians Stale That the Speedy Re* 
cokery of I he President Is Expected 
And That So Hanger Is Now 


Anticipated by Them. 


W ashington, Sept. 29.— Another op­ 
eration was performed Sunday on the 
abscess on th*' left leg 
of 
President 
Roosevelt. 
In the former operation a 
simple needle was used to relieve the 
trouble, but Sunday the surgeons with 
a knife made an 
incision 
into 
the 
Small cavity, exposing the bone which 


was found to be slightly affected. The 
president’s case has been progressing 
satisfactorily, but it is believed by the 
physicians that the further operation 
made Sunday will hasten his complete

Whi l e none of the doctors 
are willing to be quoted, they give the 
most positive assurances that there is 
I not 
the least cause for alarm, and 
say, on the contrary, there Is every lu- 
j dication of a speedy recovery, that the 
area of the bone affected is very slight 
land will not result in an impairment 
I of the president’s limb and that there 
' is no evidence whatever of any m atter 
, that would produce blood poisoning. 
They confidently expect that the pres- 
1 Jdent will be on his feet within a reas- 
j onable tim e aud with his robust con- 
j stltution to assist recovery will soon 
I be himself again.

JUST AND NECESSARY. 


Judge Reagan So Regards the Propos­ 
ed Poll Tax Amendment. 


A ustin , T ex ., Sept. 
27.— Judge 
John 
l l . 
Reagan 
discussed the 
proposed poll tax am en dm en t as 
follows today: 
“ Judge Reagan, would you con­ 
sent to give an expression of your 
views on the proposed am endm ent 
10 the State C onstitution requiring 
voters to pay a poll tax? he was 
asked. 
“ I regard th e proposed am en d ­ 
ment to the State Constitution, so 
is to require the paym ent Af a poll 
lax in order to authorize the citi­ 
zens to vote, aa so ju st and neces­ 
sary that I do not object to m aking 
a b rief statem ent of m y view s on 
the subject. 
“A s I understand it the citizen 
pays a poll tax as the price of the 
protection of his person and per­ 
sonal rights by the governm ent. 
And that he pays a property tax as 
the price of protection of h is p ro­ 
perty by the G overnm ent. 
“ A failure to com ply w ith the 
aw by the p aym c.it of Buch a tax 
s a breach of his d u ty , and bad 
'aith to the governm ent on which 
ie relies for protection, and is a 
lishonorable neglect of a public 
luty. 
B y such a course he im pos- 
is on others the paym en t o f his 
lebt, by violating the law w hich 
requires him to pay his own debt, 
md is 
as m uch a moral wrong- 
loer as if, in any other w ay, he 
11 ai I cheated som e other citizen out 
)f what his poll tax would be, 
“ T h e 
State Comptroller 
esti­ 
mates the full report for that year, 
1901, not 
being 
quite com p lete) 
that 135,844 persons failed to pay 
their poll tax. 
T he poll tax is 
ll 50 a year; $1 of which goes to 
the school fund and 50 cents to the 
general revenue. 
T hat m eans that 
try a failure of the non-taxpayers 
Lo com p ly w ith the law and their 
lu ty, the com m on free school fund 
was, 
for that 
year, deprived of 
1136,8 4 4 , and th e general revenue 
jf the State was deprived of ^6 8 ,- 
122. 
And 
this depletion of the 
free school fund and of the general 
revenue has been going on for the 


last 26 years; by which the school 
fund and state revenue are estim a­ 
ted to have lost between 115,000,* 
OOO and *20,000,000. And this loss 
has im posed on the honest tax p ay ­ 
ers of the state the necessity of 
m aking up that deficiency.

things to go on is such a flagrant 
and m anifest injustice to the school 
fund, to the state revenue and to

Ile Told of the Assault and Murder of 
Mrs. 
Whitfield and 
Then Con* 
fessed to Other ( rimes Ile 


Had Committed There. 


Corinth. Miss.. 
Sept. 29.—Writhing 
in the flame:* of fagots piled high by 
hundreds of citizens Tom Clark, alias 
Will 
Gibson, a young 
negro, 
was 
burned at the stake here at a late 
hour Sunday. 
Clark had confessed to 
one of the most atrocious assaults and 
murders in the history of north Mis­ 
sissippi and said that he des* reed his 
awful fnte. 
On Aug. 19 last Mrs. Carey Whit­ 
field, the wife of a well known citi­ 
zen, was found dead in hor home. 
In­ 
vestigation showed that she had been 
assaulted and her head was practi­ 
cally severed from her body, a razor 
having been used In the bloody work. 
Both Whitfield and his wife were re­ 
lated to several of the most prominent 
families in the south and the indig­ 
nation of the people knew no bounds. 
Corinth and the surrounding country 
was scoured in an efTort to apprehend 
the murderer, but diligent search failed 
to disclose his Identity. 
A week ago it became known that 
Tom Clark, a negro living near here, 
had had trouble with his wife and the 
latter threatened to disclose the se­ 
cret of a crime. 
Officers apprehended 
the woman and she told enough to 
warrant the belief that Clark had mur­ 
dered Mrs. Whitfield. 
Clark was ar­ 
rested and Saturday finally confessed 
to the murder and also told of other 
crimes that he bad committed. 
He 
said that several years ago he killed 
two men on an excursion train in Mis- 
• sissippl. 
He told of an outrage perpe­ 
trated by himself upon a negro woman 
I and also of the theft of fl'BOO from a 
i physician at French Camp, Miss. Clark 
said that he had never been suspected 
of having committed any 
of 
these 
, crimes and had covered up his tracks 
in a way to deceive the officers of the 
law. 
The news of the negro’s arrest and 
confusion spread rapidly over the sur­ 
rounding country and Sunday's trains 
brought hundreds of people into the 
city. 
The crowds 
became so great 
that at midday the the main street of 
the town was ordered cleared and the 
announcement was made that it had 
been decided to burn Clark af 3:30 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
This state­ 
ment caused much 
excitement 
and 
surging crowds of people 
began to 
i gather about the place selected for the 
, enactment of the awful tragedy. 
At 2 o’clock pine faggots and larger 
pieces of wood were 
carefully 
laid 
I about an iron rod which was driven 


I deep Into the ground, and half an hour 
later It was announced that all was in 
I readiness. 
At 3 o'clock the prisoner was taken 
1 from the jail by a posse of armed men 
1 and followed by a large and excited 
crowd of men and boys, was led to the 
; east gate of the negro c e m e te ry w h e re 
' he was completely fast- ned to the Iron 
I rod. 
Clark was asked lf he cared to 
I make a statement. He again said that 
he deserved the fate prepared for him 
and asked that a letter be delivered 
to his mother and brother. 
He ap­ 
pealed to his brother to raise his chil­ 
dren properly, admonishing them to 
beware of evil 
companions. 
Finally 
fire was set to the wood and the body 
was burned to a crisp.

JUST AND NECESSARY. 


Judge Reagan So Regards the Propos­ 
ed Poll Tax Amendment. 


Austin, Tex., Sept. 27.— Judge 
John Ii. 
Reagan discussed the 
proposed poll tax amendment as 
follows today: 
“Judge Reagan, would j’ou con­ 
sent to give an expression of your 
views on the proposed amendment 
to the State Constitution requiring 
voters to pay a poll tax? lie was 
asked. 
“ I regard the proposed amend­ 
ment to the State Constitution, bo 
as to require the payment Af a poll 
tax in order to authorize the citi­ 
z e n s to vote, as bo ju st and neces­ 
sary that I do not object to making 
a brief statement of my views on 
the subject. 
‘ As I understand it the citizen 
pays a poll tax as the price of the 
protection of his person and per­ 
sonal rights by the government. 
And that he pays a property tax as 
ihe price of protection of his pro­ 
perty by the Government. 
“A failure to comply with the 
law by the paym ent of such a tax 
is a breach of his duty, and bad 
faith to the government on which 
he relies for protection, and is a 
dishonorable neglect of a public 
duty. 
lly such a course he impos­ 
es on others the payment of his 
debt, by violating the law which 
requires him to pay his own debt, 
and is as rauoh a moral wrong­ 
doer as if, in any other way, he 
had cheated some other citizen out 
of what his poll tax would be. 
“The 
.State Comptroller esti­ 
mates the full report for that year, 
HHH, not being quite complete) 
that 135,844 persons failed to pay 
their poll tax. 
The poll tax is 
$1.50 a year; l l of which goes to 
the school fund ami 50 cents to the 
general revenue. T hat means that 
by a failure of the non-taxpayers 
to comply with the law and their 
duty, the common free school fund 
was, for that year, deprived of 
$136,844, and the general revenue 
of the State was deprived of $68,- 
422. 
And this depletion of the 
tree school fund and of the general 
revenue has been going on for the 


last 26 years; by which the school 
fund and state revenue are estima­ 
ted to have lost between $15,OOO,- 
000 and $20,(500,000. And this loss 
has imposed on the honest taxpay­ 
ers of the state the necessity ol 
making up that deficiency. 
“ To 
allow this condition of 
things to go on is such a flagrant 
and manifest injustice to the school 
fund, to the state revenue and to 
the honest taxpayers, as to de­ 
mand a prompt remedy, and as to 
have justified the last Legislature 
to propose an amendment of the 
Constitution so as to deprive those 
who refuse to obey the law and to 
pay their poll tax, the privilege of 
participating in the election of 
those who make and who adminis­ 
ter the laws of the state, by a vote 
of 85 to 15 in the House of Repro 
sentatives and by a unanimous 
vote in the senate. 
“ W hat right has any one to en­ 
joy the protection of the law and 
all the privileges of a citizen, who 
refuses to obey the law and to con­ 
tribute to the support of the gov­ 
ernment and the school fund?” 
“ Has your attention been called 1 
to the allegation that the adoption 
of the proposed amendment to the; 
Constitution would aflect the ne­ 
gro 
population more than the i 
white?” ne was asked. 
“Therein no merit in that claim" ( 
Judge Reagan replied. 
“ The law 
applies alike and equally to whites 
and blacks. The negroes have had i 
and now have the same free com- j 
mon 
school 
privileges 
as the 
whites, 
and a valuable normal I 
school, supported by the state, for: 
the education of negro teachers. | 
So that as a race they have no rea- j 
eon to allege the want of education ! 
as a justification for their failure to 
contribute, at least a poll tax to 
the support of the government and I 
to the free school fund.* 
“ Common honesty, duty to the j 
public and justice to the good peo-1 
pie who pay their taxes to support ‘ 
the government 
and to carry on j 
the free schools, requires that a 1, j 
voters, whether white or b lackl; 
shall pay at least a poll ta x .” 
*In the last 13 years the state 
has paid out for negro free schools j 
$12,289,706.

in the flam es of fagots piled high by 
hundreds of citizen s Tom Clark, alias 
W ill 
G ibson, a young 
n^gro, 
was 
burned at th e sta k e here at a late 
hour Sunday. 
Clark had con fessed to 
one of the m ost atrociou s a ssa u lts and 
m urders In the h istory of north Mis­ 
sissip p i and said that he deserved his 
aw ful fate. 
On Aug, 19 last Mrs. Carey W h it­ 
field, the w ife of a w ell know n citi­ 
zen, w as found dead in her hom e. 
In­ 
vestigation show ed that sh e had been 
assaulted 
and 
her head 
w as p racti­ 
cally severed from her body, a razor 
having been used in the bloody work. 
Both W hitfield and h is w ife w ere re­ 
lated to several of th e m ost prom inent 
fam ilies in the south and the in d ig­ 
nation of th e people knew no hounds. 


Corinth and the surrounding country 
was scoured In an effort to apprehend 
th e m urderer, but d iligen t search failed 
to dis* lose h is id en tity. 
A week ago it became known that 
Tom Clark, a negro living near h«’r.\ 
had had trouble w ith hie wife and the 
latter threatened to disclose the se- 
( ret of a crime. 
Officers apprehended 
the woman and sh** told enough to 
warrant the belief that Clark had mur­ 
dered Mrs. W hitfield, 
('lark was ar­ 
rested and Saturday finally confessed 
to the murder and also told of other 
crimes that he had committed, 
lie 
said that several years ago he kill-al 
two men on an excursion train In Mis­ 
sissippi. 
He told of an outrage perpe­ 
trated by him self upon a negro woman 
and ab'<* of the theft of $f!»00 from a 
physician at French Camp, Miss. Clark 
said that he had never been stupe* ted 
of having com mitted any 
of 
these 
crimes and had covered up his track* 
in a way to deceive the officers of the 
law. 
The news of the negro’s arrest and 
confusion spread rapidly over the su r­ 
rounding country and Sunday’s train ; 
brought hundreds of people into the 
city. 
The crowds 
became so great 
that at midday the the main street of 
the town was ordered cleared and the 
announ> ement was mad;1 that It had 
been decided to burn Clark at 3:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
This state­ 
ment caused much 
excitem ent 
and 
surging crowds of people 
began to 
gather about the place selected for the 
enactment of the awful trag dy. 
At 2 o’clock pine faggots and larger 
pieces of wood were 
carefully 
laid 
about an iron rod which was driven 
deep into the ground, and half an hour 
later it was announced that all was in 
readiness. 
At 3 o’clock the prisoner was taken 
from the Jail by a posse of armed men 
and followed try a large anil excited 
crowd of men and boys, was led to the 
east gate of the negro cemetery where 
he was completely fastened to th*1 iron 
rod. 
Clark was asked lf he cared to 
make a statem ent. He again said that 
he d e e m ed the fate prepared for him 
and asked that a letter be delivered 
to his mother and brother. 
He ap­ 
pealed to his brother to raise his chil­ 
dren properly, adm onishing them to 
beware of evil 
companion**. 
Finally 
fire was set to th*- wood and the body 
was burned to a crtep.
